FRENCH AND GERMAN 
WORKINGMEN MEET 
FOR PEACE 

A "-*17 ImpreMiv* Incident was the 
recent peec> convention of the Social* 
lata of Oermeny and France, held on 
aeutral rround at Berne. Swltaerland. 
The deleihktea were regularly accredit¬ 
ed by their narty in the two rreat na¬ 
tions, and. frtranse aa It may appear, 
the*, were not bomb-throwera. Amons 
thnm were tome of the beat known 
thlnkera. wrltt v*. publlclate and acien* 
tlate tn Europe. Repreaentlnr mllllona 
of Frenchmen and Oermaoa. they 
plak.ged themaelvea to the honorable 
and patriotic work of bringing to an 
end the old legacy of hate that haa 
been a deadly menace not only to the 
natlonj concerned but to the world 
aa well. The convention waa notable 
for ao high a purpoee. auch a aplrlt 
of brotherhood and harmony between 
men looked on aa natural '^ea. that 
Ita lalloenco can not help to be In* 
aptrtng. Rather algnlAcant waa tbe 
fact that the movement waa not nar¬ 
rowed to a aoclallst propaganda. To 
quote from ita own declaration of 
prtnolplea: . . • "Every effort 

made by any political partlea cgalnat 
aggreaelve national lam, agatnat thei 
pMcy of foreign eonqu *ta and th^l 
foUy of modem armamenta maxi 
count on the support of both French 
and German SoolalladL The two peo* 
tlea ere united In the brothemeod of 
a high culture, end are advaaolag In 
aoeord. with the view of doing aome- 
thing for the rood of common hu* 
mantty."

Labor meat vote a working 
clasa party ticket. If it Uttena to 
the airen song of capitaUam and 
votes with either side of tbe capi- 
taUtt party game it will only vote 
itself into increased impotence. In 
place of tbe sbortaigbted "reward 
your frieods, punish your enemies” 
pblicy laLrr wilt only be effective 
when it masses its votes for labor 
principles. 

Victor L. Berger’s, views on the 
American flag have been given at 
just the right time to confound our 
enemies. Everywhere tbe "crook- 
edest” of the old party scamps 
have been trying to appropriate the 
star, and stripes for their partic¬ 
ular emblem, but the working clasa 
may well have a word in that mat¬ 
ter. The American flag typifiea 
some mighty big principles in gov¬ 
ernment. Historically it is a com¬ 
mon people’s emblem, and we will 
continue to ^gard it as such, no 
matter how much capitalism may 
misuse it, or sttin it.

Capitalism baa patted tome of our 
lebor leeder^on the beck in this 
smart Yankee land of ours wd 
told .Aeifi what bright fellows they 
were ao long aa they kept the 
working class safe by having them 
vote the old party tickets, and 
today the voice of labor la not 
heard In Washington. In tt.e capi¬ 
talist political game a fev labor 
leaders here and there have been 
given jobs, but iabdr it no b^er 
off for It. rhe msn who is given 
a job by a capitalist party has to 
keep in good standing with tiio 
givdrs by serving tbe particular 
capiuliat party that has elevated 
him. He does not even have to ^ 
a renegade like Powderly, or John 
Burns of England, or some other* 
that, could bw named. All be baiy 
to do it tp app*ar,tP,^n^a Ubw 
rbpreaMtativc hot w oo notblag 
that will really hurt tiie capitaHat 
interests. He muet make the work¬ 
ing class think it has a friend at 
court, and then do probably less 
for labor than some silkstocking 
' ititesmsn’’ would do. Labor’s 
i.imc will be “mud" so Icng aa it 
does not support its own party and 
use that party for labor emancipa¬ 
tion. 


T he MOTHER of all social wealth, of all culture, it 
labor. Whatever we are and have, we are and 
have through labor. WeJiave labor to thank for 
everything. Not our personal labor, at least only to an 
inconsiderable degree, but the general social labor. It 
is very possible indeed—and we see it frequently enough 
—to enjoy the blessings of culture without personal 
work- but it is also absolutely impoetible for the most 
industrious and elficient worker with the most strenuous 
toil to live as men of culture live without the genml 
social labor that first crested culture and withovt which 
we were beatts. not men. ■ • . 

From this we see the communistic nature of labor, 
its essentially associative character, on which all state 
and society rests. 

The ancient slave worked for his master. 

The medieval vassal worked for tbe lord of tbe 

The modern wage slave works for the capitalist. 
Here is the inconsistency, here the injustice to rem¬ 
edy which is the obiect of the Sociai-DemoerMy. 

One can see how absurd the allegation is that we 
propose to abolish property. Not the abolition of prop¬ 
erty is sought, but the abolition of the deprivatlon of 
property, the false property which is the appropriation 
of others’ property: the social thifvery. . 

The economic inequality it not, however, the worst 
thing. Labor creates all wealth, an^were those who do 
not work, poor, this inequality would have a certain 
justification; in reality the sittfation Is turned about. 


He who works the hardest generally haa the least. 

Poverty it the shire of Itbor, riches the portion of 
tbe idle. 

The workers who have created the ao-called national 
wealth are shut out from it.. It is the monopoly of the 
nonworkprt. 

In this way the inequality becomes the most revolt¬ 
ing injustice. And this injustice is a scar on our fameu 
civilization, that every one who has a spark of the sense 
of justice must strive to clear away. 

The present Inequality springs from this: That labor 
does not work for itself; that it must sell itself to the 
idle for wages and by them be exploited. 

Individual labor is unproductive. Work, as we have 
seen, must, according to its nature, be commuoistic. 
Therefore we must have united labor for the advantage 
of every individual, united labor ind united enjoyment 
of the fruits of labor. 

But what becomes of capital? 

It remains where it belonga, with labor. There is 
no capital but through labor. 

The worshiper of capital may sweep together in a 
heap his cspitil, he may gather til the capital of the 
earth, and after the space of a year there would not 
have grown a.penny more of value from it, but indeed 
the worth of the idle ipast would be considerably de¬ 
creased. 

The tyrannous manner ef production has overturned 
the natural relation between ctpitsi and labor anti made 
labor the slave of capital. Is our wsge-Isbor not slav¬ 


ery? Is the modern wtpe-lsborer, because he can 
change his master, in any regard more free than the 
ancient slave? Does not hunger fasten him more firmly 
end more merciteasly to labor than the strongest iron 
chain? 

The continuance of the present manner of produc¬ 
tion is not consistent with the continuance of society. 

Whit sort of picture does present society offer? 

War and'right of force rule between the people, be¬ 
tween classes and between individual men. 

Socialism would set permanently a limi' to this wir 
of all against all. It insists on peace between men, 
peace between nations, peace between classes. 

The cause 1.* the present class rule, with its wage 
slavery, business frauds, its deceit in all lines of traffic, 
its adulteration of all physical and spiritual necessities 
of life. Its strikes and lockouts, the murder of the labor¬ 
ers In a mass through hunger, infected dwellings and 
workrooms. 

The capitalistic wage system must be done away 
with if peace, order, freedom and justice are to count 
for anything in the state and society. Thanks to this 
wage system and the monopolization of the instruments 
of labor (tools, machines, land, mines, railroads, etc.) 
by the minority, labor which creates all value and wealth. 
Is condemned to poverty and slavery. The employer 
enriches himself through the labor of his wage slaves, 
to whom he pays in the form of wages only a part of

Tn Ontario the election lavt re* 
qnire that each candidatu for office 
pay over $200 for the pririlege ol 
running. Just why, is not clear« 
except that the state wants the 
money. As standing for office is a 
right of citizenship there would bo 
just as much logic in exacting a 
fee from each voter for the priv-. 
ilege of expressing his prefereneg 
at the polls. Might as well put ti 
penalty on the poor voter as on thq 
poor candidate.

^L ABOR DAY GREETINGS — By Victor L Berger 


T he first and greatest demand 
of man's nature Is to be free. 
The second Is tiie opportu¬ 
nity to better his fcoodition. Free¬ 
dom and opportunity make the 
pursuit of happiness possible. But 
are we free? 

Workingmen are merchandise 
today. The abolition of chattel 
slavery brought to an end only one 
fern ef servitude. 

And in some aspects this modern 
form of slavery it even worse than 
the old one. Tbe eld slave wan at 
lint sure of getting work am be¬ 
ing taken care of under aU dr- 
cumatancaa, even when sick or .old. 
For the chattel slave rapretented 
capital that belonged tp bit asat- 
ter; A good slave w worth 

a 


81,500, or even more, sometimes— 
and a capitallat will take good 
care of a 81,500 horse or a $1,500 
automobile, we know. 

So tiie chattel slave got good 
medical treatment when tick and 
was cared fot when old, for if he 
could net do much work be co«ld 
do a little, which was better than 
nothing. 

Hew about the tnige slave? 
Does the employer, wb'o often does 
not even know him by name, care 
when he la sick? Or when he ia 
old?- Tbe employer ia losing noth¬ 
ing by Mt diaabUity. Tbm are 
plMty waiting' for the chance to 
taka hit place. 

But th^ tan tia that this ia tha 
necessary affbet of maohlnery. 
That machinery "saves labor." But 
we ask, what ia right? Did genius 
breed ever books and drswings, 


work about models and labors- 
tcriea to lift the burden from the 
laborer’s back and give tbe toiler 
time for mental feiuta and domes¬ 
tic pleasures?’ Or, does the genius 
of humanity intend that by' its 
adilevements millions of human 
beings shall be retired to their 
miserable abodes and die there of 
hunger and want? 

Capital it called the fruits of 
labor saved. Well, If ao, the capi¬ 
talist saves the fruit of the labor 
of otbera. Our ruling claaa taya 
that all wages come from capital. 
Ilie contrary la true; aU mc^darn 
capital comes from wages that 
have not heed paid. Modern qapl- 
ttL where it does net originate 
from direct robbery, originatee in 
the unpaid-for labor time beyond 
what is covered by tiie mere Uvtpg 
wage of Che wage worker, 


We understand that all this has 
come by historic development. 
That under the present economic 
system the workingmen can not 
get the tnll value of his labor be¬ 
cause the employer (the capitalist) 
must nowadays make s profit on 
tbe work of bis laborers. If the 
owner of the mtdiinery and tbe 
raw material ddea not see any 
profit in engaging workmen to 
produce, he will not carry on In¬ 
dustry. Hit selfishneM Is exensa- 
blo and consid.vred necessary. But 
flf fha a|>irit of selfishness is to 
predemini'te—so are WE selfish. 
And sinoe we can not help our¬ 
selves individually, tbe means of 
production being owned in collec¬ 
tive form, our selfishness must 
take a COLLECTl^^ form. That 
is cur aim. That ia tits aim of So¬ 
cialism. 


We Socialists protest agtiiist 
deifying cash and demonizing man. 
We fight against exalting the 
products of labor and 'degrading 
the laborer. We Insist that a 
brave, industrious man, factory 
worker tnd farmer, who lives and 
loves, is better than a pile of gold 
or a package of greenbacks. We 
demand that even today in every 
industry requiring dead capital 
and living work—cash and labor— 
the man should be considered the 
more important of the two. 

We resent the refined brutality 
that excuses enforced idloness and 
its concomitant evils—misery, 
starvation and shame—by arguing 
that thr "price of labor mutt be 
regulated by the lev of supply and 
demand." I f labor is to be regulated 
by supply and demand, then we.

The work¬ 
er. in the midst oX the riches which he has crested, can 
not astisfy bis smsUest necessity. 

He has tio family life, for, since his wages do not 
suffice for existence, wife and child must follow him 
into the factory.- For the budding daughter he has the 
prospect of the short, glittering miserj* of prostitution, 
or the long, leaden, sunless misery of the life of a pro¬ 
letariat’s wife.

MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP.

In Glasgow, Scotland, municipal 
ownerahip of street railways: The 
men emr'''ved only work eight aad a 
half bouts ya.. day for six days in the 
wevk. Thla eight and a half hours 
muat come within a 18-hour limit. 
When Uko car la full no more poa- ^ 
aengers ore taken on—your fare pays 
far a eeat and not a strap only. They 
have the one system In fates and the 
average fare amounts to a fraction 
above a cent For the year ending 
May tl. 1611. there waa a surplus 
after all of the expenaee, of the tram¬ 
way had been paid of over 1260,000 
to turn over to the "common good." 

Of course street railways owned by 
the city U Bodallstlc and therefore 
tends to destroy society and break up 
thw* home—-by giving the conductors 
and .motormen decent working hours; 
It will destroy Incentive end encour 
age laxiness—by giving the passen¬ 
gers on street cars a seat; and would 
bankrupt the municipal treasury—by 
turning over a considerable sum of 
net profits to It every year. 

Of course municipal ownership may 
be all right for the Scotch who ere 
too stingy to pay profits to a traction; 
trust aod too lazy to work 16 hours a' 
day or stand up for a mile ur two In i 
a street car. but we do not need Uj 
In my beautiful oity- ^ 


the producers, want to have C e con¬ 
trol of the supply and the d» ^*^27 
And there ts only one way to do it, 
L e., by public ownership. . 

But there sj^ Amertcaas who claim 
while.pubUo ownership might be all 
light In other countries, tt would 
never do la this, because here we 
would have too fnoch stealing. Is that 
a good argument? Aside from the 
fact that stealing Is gofhr on now. 
beeause people are thi^e corrupt by 
neoesslty aad by the Ineecniity of our 
eoonoinlc eondltirms tbat compels 
even -the rich to steal c a n It be that 
the American people have become so 
dishonest in thsir naturO that thsy 
dare not trust themselves to do their 
own business? If so. then ths time 
has come Urben we must give the 
scepter of civilisation to smother race. 

Capitalism controls all natural rs- 
sounws, the money, the commerce, 
the transportation lines, ths congresa 
courts, legislatures and exsoutlves: it 
controls the press, ths churehea. the 
police, the mtUtla, and the political 
leaders. There is no hope unleae the 
laboring people—the prodocers of the 
country—orgivnlse in one great body 
which will fight capitalism evefy- 
where, in pollttca, in the prana. In the 
pulpit, in tho economic field, and in 
other ways If the time and the neces¬ 
sity arrives. 

The ballot has great efficiency. T 
believe that while the ballot itself will 
not make us free, it will put the mesne 
Into our bands of achieving our free¬ 
dom. 

Therefore, workingmen of America, 
organize In your unions; join the 8o- 
clal-Democratic movement, and the 
party, and think of the tremendous 
duty before you.

The Federation of Catholic Societies met in annual convention in 
Milwaukee the other day. 

Before the convention there came the bishop of Lead, S. D., with 
complaint that the industrial oligarchy which controb the mining in¬ 
dustry of the Black Hilb bad driven him from hb see and forced him 
to eke out an exiatenoe by depending upon the bbor of himaeif and 
a companion on a farm many miles dutant from hb flock. 

The biabop recited a pitiful tale of economic oppression. The 
union of the miners has been broken. No miner is permitted to work 
in the Homestake mine, the great mine of the Black Hills, who has 
not signed a card renouncing membership in t(ie Western Federation 
of Miners. 

The class struggle bus been intense. The mine interests are now 
dominant. 

The bishop preached against Socialism, but it did not ingratiate 
him in the favor of the mine owners or their representative. They 
refused to shut down the minei on Sunday or to permit the miners tO' 
take time off to attend mass. When remonstrated with, the superin 
tendent oFthe Homestake mine, who was described by the bishop as 
“a good Turk," bluntly told the bishop that be was working in the 
interest of the Homestake mine and was rendering to Caesar the 
things that were Cedar's. 

The bishop confessed that ha had fallen be'ween two fires. He 
displeased the mine owners by suggesting that the men should have 
some form of organization and that they should be given liberty to 
attend church. He offended the men by denouncing Socialism, the 
only hope tbat tbay have left to escape from economic servitude. 

We should think that the pbin redui by the bishop of Lead sbouM 
suggest to the delegatae to tho federation, who have embarked upon 
a Qtisotic attack upon Socialisin, tbat ihe data struggle after all is a 
reality and not the iavention of SodaHats.

The demagogue, who has ever been present in our iegialttive bod¬ 
ies to profess devotion to the cause ot Ae workers only to betray them, 
was silenced. 

The Social-Democratic delegation in the legislature were able to 
scotch most of the legislation directed against the working class. WiA 
(he senate dominated by corporation lawyers, and pAiSt-rsongers con¬ 
scious of capitalistic class interest even where Aey profeu to be 
"Progressive" and "champions of the people," legislation initiated by 
the Social-Depiocratic group had to run the gantlet, but the Social- 
,democrats, to the contrary, were able to convince the repreaentatives 
of agricultural constituencies in the assembly, many of whom are 
members of the Society of Equity, Aat Aey have noAing to gain by 
oppressing the workers of the industrial centers, and defeated meas¬ 
ures obnoxious Co fhe ecot omic organizations of the workers and aimed 
against the working class. 

It is of small consequence to the working class or to the capitalist 
class, for that matter, who holds the purely administrative offices, but 
it is of supreme importance who shall possess the legislative and exec¬ 
utive and judicial powers of government. 

The great weakness of the working class in the United States has 
been that until the Socialist party appeared upon Ae scene Aere was 
no vehicle open to it for political expression. Its “friends” in the 
Democratic and Republican parties were Invariably fakirs of the Mul- 
hill type, "molder orators” and Ae like, who exhibited their hands to 
show where they once were calloused, but neglected to show where 
they then were sticky. 

’ After repeated betrayals by “labor parties" and sporadic organiza¬ 
tions designed to compel the old party politicians and crooked corpora¬ 
tions to "come across," the workingmen came to look upon political 
action as merely a choice between two evils or else permitted Aem- 
selvet to be duped along wiA Aat part of Ae people which Lincoln 
said could be fooled all Ae time. * 

Conditions have changed. There exists no longer reason Aat ahy 
workingman should be unable to determine where his cause lies. The 
immediate mission of the Social-Democratic party is to serve as Ae po- 
litic-1 arm of Ae workers. Wherever their interests conflict wiA the 
interests of their exploiters on Ae politics! field, there the Social- 
Democrats will be found holding sloft the standard of labor and fight¬ 
ing for its cause.
